TRANGE 


to Tragic End. 


In the spring of 1903 a beautiful 
young woman lived in Kenilworth. 
From girlhood, through school and col- 
lege, she had cherished a longing for 
stage life, an ambition that was fos- 
tered by appearances in amateur dra- 
matics. Then came an offer from two 
fellow students at the Northwestern 
university to enter vaudeville. She 
took it. Her first appearance was in 
the old Fort Sheridan beer garden. 
Three days ago a wreck of woman- 
hood was found unconscious in a cheap 
rooming house. Beside her was a man, 
On a table near the bed were two 
empty poison bottles and two empty 
whisky flasks. They had plighted sui- 
cide together.

Philadélphia, Pa., Jan. 21,—-[Special.]

The husband, Oscar Rosier, 37 years 
old, president of the Rosier Advertising 
agency, was taken to the hospital with 
bullet wound below the heart. He 
died shortly afterwards: 

The stenographer, Mildred Reckitt, 
22 years old, who was taken to the 
same hospital, died soon afterward. 

Wife Tells of Warning. 

The wife, who is 21 years old, became 
hysterical as she waited beside her vic- 
tims for the police. 

“J warned them,” Mrs. Rosier told 
the police. “She was my friend. 
When I was .in the hospital three 
months ago having my baby they be- 
gan running around together. I 
I caught them. I shot.” 

Witnessed Clandestine Meeting. 

Mrs. Rosier had suspected the rela- 
tions of her husband and his stenog- 
rapher for some time, the police de- 
clared, and had concealed herself in 
a rear room of her hu§Sband’s offices 
during the afternoon. While there 
she watched Rosier and Miss Reckitt 
enter the front room together. Quit- 
ting her hiding place, she bought a re- 
volver and cartridges from a nearby 
pawnshop, the police said, returning 


to her husband's offices. 
When she threw open the door Mrs. 


Rosier drew the revolver from the 
handbag, firing twice. The first shot 


struck her husband,’ while the second).

Sault Ste. Marie, Mich., Jan. 21.— 
[Special.]—The upper peninsula of 
Michigan tonight is still isolated from 
the lower part of the state. 

The Chief Wawatam, a car ferry, 
was stuck hard in an ice drift half a 
mile out of Mackinaw City in its sec- 
ond attempt to carry a shore train 
across the straits of Mackinac from 
St. Ignace. 

The .Chief Wawatam was from 
Thursday evening until early this 
morning in a struggle with the ice try- 
ing to cross the eight miles of the 
straits. Fifty passefigers slept two 
nights on the train, mostly in a day 
coach. Included were a number of 
women and children.

Roads Would Settle 


Own Disputes. 


The United States railroad labor 
board will soon be functioning only as 
a court of last resort, as far as con- 
troversies between carriers and thé 
four transportation “brotherhoods are 
concerned, if expected-support by the 
unions is given a proposal advocated 
yesterday at a meeting of the Associa- 
tion. of Railway Executives- in the 
Blackstone hotel. | 
Members of the association, repre- 


jgenting virtually every road in the 


cduntry, adopted a ‘resolution approv- 
ing of a plan to settle train service 
labor disputes through regional confer- 
enées. The proposal, which originated | 
with the brotherhood leaders, repre- 

sents the first fruit of the recent Wash- 


ington conferences presided over b 


Secretary Hoover and attended 
brotherhood chiefs and railway officials. 

e resolution indicated the aim of 
the railway’ chiefs is “a fair effort to 
compose and adjust all points now at 
issue, no restrictions. to be imposed 
upon the consideration of any and all 
question’ of wages and rules govern- 
ing working conditiogs.” 

In other words, the roads will con-: 
tinue to press their demands for an 
additional 10 per cent wage reductio# 
and to abolish working rules they con- 
sider unfair. 

If the proposed plan is given effect, 
conference committees’ representing 
the carriers and the train service em- 
ployés will undertake to settle all 
disputes.. If they fail, the issue will, 
as now, come before the railread labor 
board, 

There would be at least three terri- 
tories+-eastern, southeastern and west- 
érn, as defined by the interstate com- 
merce and there may be 
subdivisions of these. The résolution 
does not bind railways to join in these 
conferences, reserving for each the 
privilege of dealime direct with its em- 
ployés.

IN 1916 


RE modern athietes better than 
the old timers, or were the old 
time champions a sturdier race? 

A few days ago I was talking 
with a well known athlete whose per- 
formanees date back many years and 
asked him what he thought of John 
L. Sullivan compared with our later 
champions.’ 

“Why,” he said, “in my opinion 
Sullivan would have lasted a couple 
of rounds with Dempsey. You hear 
a lot of talk about the old timers, but 
I heard the same stuff when I was 
a boy, forty years ago, and the people 
then were always telling us what 
phines we were compared to the men 
before our day. I think we’re far ahead 
of the old timers in everything, ath- 
setics, boxing, baseball, music, art, 
science. 

Old Timers Lacked Chance. 

“The old timers never had such 
chances as our boys have, Now there 
are a thousand boxers where there 
used to be one. Every school has its 
athletic sports and its coach or staff 
of coaches. Boys are much more ad- 
vanced mentally, and that puts them 
ahead physically, too. Sullivan was 
a marvel in his day because where he 
traveled around the country very few 
men knew anything about boxing. But 
how far would he get today touring the 
United States offering $500 to any man 
who could stay four rounds? He'd find 
plenty of fellows who knew how to 
box.” 

Of course it is difficult to make any 
accurate comparison between old time 
boxers or wrestlers and modern cham- 
pions. But in some sp@rts we have 
actual times and measurements to com- 
pare, and the way these records go 
proves the modern athlete to be pretty 
fair.

“Richelieu” Still Chipper as Eighty-third Birthday A pproaches. 


Much beguiling lore of the theater clings to the flamboyant old play 
“ Richelieu,” with which Mr. Mantell and his company begin their engage- 
ment.at the Olympic this evening. 

Bulwer-Lytton, the novelist, wrote it for Wil- 
Mam Charles Macready, the actor, in 1839, when both 
were at the height of their fame. The former’s 
“Last Days of Pompeii’ had appeared in 1834, and 
his “ Rienzi” in 1835. Finding fimself popular and 
prospérous, he turned his attenthon to play writing, 
and in 1836 there was produced “‘ The Duchess de la 
Valliére,”” in which Macready appeared as the Mar- 
quis de Bragelonne. This was a prompt failure... _ 

In 1837 Macready took the old Covent Garden 
theater for his first venture in London management, 
and he soon asked Bulwer-Lytton to write him an- 
other play, following out certain suggestions of his 
owl The result was “ The Lady of Lyons,” written 
in two weeks and as hurriedly produced.

is, Does Chicago want to keep grand

_ tive, our city will slip back into the 
provincial. condition from which it 
emerged ten years ago, when, through 
_the generosity of a branch of one of 


the great families, not only of Chicago 
but of this country, grand opera was 
established on such a scale here that 
it soon took foremost place among the 
grand operas of the world. 

For ten years we have enjoyed this 
highly developed form of music with 
increasing appreciation and intelli. 
gence. Our audiences have become 
both larger and more understanding. 
They have learned much of the nature 
and quality of grand opera, and have 
become dependent on it for mental 
and emotional’ stimulus and inspira- 
tion. To lose it now would be such 

*g blow to the cultura] life of the city 
as we have never yet experienced. It 
would be the first, the only setback in 
the remarkable union of spiritual and 
material growth which is Chicago. To 
lose it would be unthinkable, but not 
impossible. To lose it would be sueh a

Seventh Paper—Goethe’s “ Faust.” 


I held it truth, with him who singe 
To one clear harp in divers tones, 
That men may rise on stepping stones 
Of their dead selves to higher things. 
(“In Memoriam”; Canto I.) fe TENNYSON. 
HERE, in that opening stanza of the first canto of “In Memoriam,” Is 
your key to the outer works of “Faust.” 
That it is the key is no unsupported assertion, for Lord Tennyson, 
not long before he died, informed an American gentleman that he had 
Goethe and “ Faust” in mind when he wrote of “him who sings to one clear 
harp in divers tones.” 

This colossal work, vast though its proportions are, mysterious and mys- 
tical as many of its paSsages are, is not then a work to make us newcomers 
into the high altitudes of Itteragure turn abashed away. 

Not to be envied is the man who never has exercised his soul amid the 
profound abysses and the shining peaks of this book, which is like no other 
in literature and which attempts more than any other book of single author- 


ship ever attempted. And yet one feels almost sorry for the novice in the; 


early stages of his study of “ Faust. ”" It is no week’s reading. With many 
mmoods—with wonder, bewilderment, delight, and sometimes with vexation 
and disgust and disillusion—will he falter over many and many a page. 
There is many a chance that he will abandon the book, for, revealing and sus- 
taining as it is, it also is unmanageable, spasmodic, chaotic; mow chiseled 
into marvelous splendor and dignit?, now seeming tossed together to make 
jingles and doggerel. 

What, then, is the theme? 

Human life—its yearnings and its struggles to satisfy them, its strength 
in the struggle and its weakness. How sometimes we are in some part noble; 
how we are in the most momentous matters of human conduct and human 
relationships very imperfect; how the best of men ds a creature of mixed 
motives, but how those motives through struggle and pain become purified; 
how, in short, we suffer and make others suffer and to what end this comes 
to pass—such, in some of its phases, is this mighty theme. 

Difficult this drama is, but the steadying, guiding fact for the groping 
reader is that it is rock-bottomed on certain large elementals. Goethe, with 
the simplicity and forthrightness that give to so many of his utterances the 
antique gnomic quality, defined some of those elementale—fundamentals— 
of the edifice of “ Faust.” Let us listen to him: : 

“Wer nicht fiir andre thut, thut nichts fiir sich.” 

All words of one syllable, you see, and only nine of them. oa 

Coupled with this fundamental that he who does nothing for others does, 
by that very token, nothing for himself is another—the utterance of a note 
of, and for, inspiration—that was a far newer note when Goethe, looking out 
in 1778 over a disheartened and stagnant Europe, began to formulate “ Faust” 
than it is now. 

That note was a bold negation. “All,” he said, and kept on saying all 
his long, fruitful life, “is not vanity.” You find that in the collection of his 
sayings published in cheap, convenient form under the title of ‘ Maxims of 
‘Goethe ’—oné of the most precious books ever put together. You find it in 
his approach to that “awful problem of evil” which is the main theme of 
“Faust,” and in his attempt at a solution of the problem. For his position 
is that so long as man is a striving creature he must, by the limitation of his 
endowments, be an erring creature. In the play he said that in — words, 
again all of one syllable— 

Es irrt der Mensch, so lang er strebdt. 

As early as when he was 21 years old, in the buoyant, boyish oration on 
Shakespeare, of whom he said, “I am ashamed of myself in Shakespeare’s 
presence,” as early as that he had gripped to himself the central idea of 
“ Faust,” a work to which he was not to put the last touch for sixty years. 
That idea was: 

‘That which we call evil is only the reverse side of good, and is as necessary 


to its existence and to the tout ensemble as it is that the hot zone must burn and 
Lapland must freeze in order that there may be a temperate zone. 


With what conviction, what rapture, what variety he wrought out that 
eentral idea! Not only was all we live and suffer and enjoy not vanity but 
hope he declared was “the second soul of the unhappy” and man’s finite 
aspiration “the glimmering of heaven's light that he calls reason.” 

What do most of us find ourselves musing more and more seriously upon 
as we grow older? Upon God—whether we wish to or not; upon the idea of 
God. Let us open this book and follow one of the most wistful, plaintive 
and profound scenes in it. It is the scene in which Margaret, with that 
solicitude which is at once so timid and bold in loving women, questions her 
beloved about his idea of God. Is he right? Is he safe? Faust answers her 
at first with the fond cajoleries with which ardent, confident young men—for 
Henry is young now-—are wont to put such questioning aside. Then he. 
grows grave and utters an idea ‘of God which for solemnity, reverence, and a 
worshiping agnosticism is not ‘tad paralleled in literature or dogma. How 
simply the scene begins, how gravely it prg@ceeds, how profoundly it closes! 
Follow it quietly. You are listening to two hearts: 


MARGARET Saying: I believe in Him! 
Promise me, Henry !-—— Who, feeling. seeing, 
FAUST Deny His being, 
What I can! Saying: I believe Him not! 
MARGARET. The All-enfolding, 


The All-upholding, 

Folds and upholds He not 

Thee, me, Himself? 

Arches not there the sky above us? 
Lies not beneath us, firm, the earth? 
And rise not, on us shining. 
Friendly, the everlasting stare? 

Look I not, eye to eye, on thee, 


How is't with thy religion, pray? 
Thou art a dear, good-hearted man, |

In his youthful pride, in his doubts and his self-love ar selfis , in 
his remorse and his strivings, in his disillusions and discouragementS#Min his 
roysterings and his seductions, in his vast learning, and in his patient experi- 
mentation that, we know now, gave to mankind foretokens of the discoveries 
of Darwin and the theories of Spencer, in the service of his middle life, in his 
regrets, and in the serenity of his Olympian old age—in all that—Goethe was 
Faust and Faust was, and remains, aspiring mankind. All that he had lived, 
thought, suffered, enjoyed, learned, all the wrong he had done (Frederica and. 
the other trustful ones), all the good he had effected, all his scorns, all his 
wrath and his calm, all the grotesqueries of his lively fancy and al! the sub- 
limities of his far vision he flung into this drama. And go I like to think of it 
in the light of two radiant pictures. The first comes down to us from the 
hand of Goethe’s mother—her picture of her boy on a winter’s day on the 
frozen Main where it moves by the ancient, imperial city of Frankfort: 


There skated my son, like an arrow, among the groups. The wind had reddened 
his cheeks and blown the powder out of his hair. When he saw my cloak of crimson 
and fur, which had a long train and was closed in frent by golden clasps, he came 
toward our carriage and smiled coaxingly at me. I took it off; he put it on, threw 
the train over his arm, and away he went over the ice like a son of the gods. 1 
clapped my hands for joy. Never shall I forget him as he darted out from under 
one arch of the bridge and in again under another, the wind carrying the train 
behind him as he flew. 

Sixty years pass. 

That radiant boy is more than eighty now, but the years are a crown, 
not a burden. The old man is climbing a hill above Ilmenau's mines, to a wood- 
land hut where he had been wont to revel and to sing long time-before. His 
eyes rest upon some verses he had written on the wall in the days of his 
youth. The German of them is here prmted beside Mr. Longfellow's very faith- 
ful, very simple transiation—the sole truly simple one of the four or five I 
know—Decause I want you to get the feel of them in double measure:

“Quiet Interior” is another English first novel which has caused some-. 
thing of a furore, much in the same fashion, I should say, as “The Narrow 
House,” caused a little furore here and has lately been talked about in Eng- 
land—because another established novelist proclaimed it as remarkable. Sin- 
clair Lewis beat the tomtoms for “The Narrow House” and Hugh Walpole 
has sounded the bulbuls for “Quiet Interior.” “We have, with the possible 
exception of ‘Open the Door’ and ‘ Quiet Interior,’ by Miss Jones, not a single 
first novel of even decent promise this year,” Mr. Walpole says. | 
: Having looked upon “Open the Door” and found it good, we hasten to 
its fellow savior of the season. 

“Quiet Interior” is the story of a girl, “a hovering spirit, neither facily | 
contented nor yet deeply distraught, dwelling neither in the inafedible bleak 
landscape of reality nor yet among the padded cushions and pinpricks and. 
decanters of her father’s southern, sheltered, cigar-scentgd arbour; but some- 
where between and yet apart, surveying both; testifying the truth of one, 
tolerantly despising the other, from the still astidious fortress of a quiet 
interior.” 

There you have the book in a paragraph, a sort of modern : nry Jamesian 
vent spiritually and actually, the story of a spirit that hovers but does not 
settle. 

That it is the story of the love of a wren and of her calm acceptance of 
her potential lover’s attraction for her sister isn’t really the important thing 
about it. That it is full of conversation, at times “ clever,” at times very nice 
and jolly, and at other times sort of smarty hasn’t anything much to do with 
it either. Even with the frills injudiciously plaged now and then Miss Jones 
hasn’t succeeded in ruining the design of her book, which is to be a blueprint | 
of the mind of the sort -of, person who is inherently passive. It’s a good 
enough literary job to make every one really interested in Miss Jones’ future. |

cisco and New York, is now threatened |. 


by the appropriations committee of the 
hquae on the ground that it is an ex- 
pensive service and not of particu- 
lar advantage. 


The director of the budget regarded 


the air mail service as absolutely nec-/| 


essary, and recommended $2,200,000 for 
the next fiscal year, July, 1922-July, 
1923. The subcommittee of the house 
appropriations committee reduced that 
figure to $1,935,000. On Jan. 11 the 
house appropriations committee entire- 
ly eliminated the air mail appropria- 
tion, and sent the bill to the floor of 
the house, where it is now being de- 
bated. 

If the committee’s action is 
tained by the house and senate there 
will be no air mail after July 1. 

The New York-San Francisco air 


mail service is being maintained this.

When one deposits his money in & 
bank what assurances has the that it is 
safe? A bank's soundness depends on 
a number of things which the depositor 
should know and consider. Behind tho 
deposits stands the total amount of the 


bank’s capital, surplus, and undivided 
profits, the integrity and efficiency of its 
officers and directors, and the soundness 
of its investments and loans.* There is 
also, in case of trouble, tie liability of 
the stockholders which, in .Illinols, is 
double—that is, they can be called upon 
to contribute towards the repayment of 
depositors up to twice tne par value of 
the stock they hold, shquid the bank 
become ingolvent. Some additional pro- 
tection is afforded the depositor by the 
State and. federal governments through 
their bank examiners and also compeli- 
ing the banks to publish their figures 
at odd times through “ bank calls.” The 
cleafing house assdciation also has its 
bank examiners who keep it posted to 
some extent on the condition of its mem- 
ber banks. 

The failure of a large number of banks
